located

and south along the Wayncsboro- 
Emmitsburg road, will be used, it is 
believed, as part of an underground 
world-wide communications center 
to be set up by the army at Camp 
Ritchie. 
Kalp said the government had 
been granted ‘‘immediate possession" 
orders on four of 26 properties pre­ 
viously listed for condemnation in a 
petition to the U S District court at 
Lewisburg W hether the remaining 
22 properties 
will 
be condemned 
was not immediately known. A peti­ 
tion for condemnation was originally 
filed for the entire 1.100-acre area 
surrounding 
and 
including 
the 
‘ Beard Lot " 
Thursday the government asked 
th a t four properties be condemned 
and turned over to the government 
for its use immediately. U.S District 
Judg Frederick V Follmer. at Lewis­ 
burg, then handed down the orders 
condemning the property 
No Immediate Evictions 
March 26 was set a.s return date 
for hearing 
applications for 
the 
naming of viewers. Kalp said 8uch 
action will be taken however only 
if the offer to be made by the gov­ 
ernm ent to the people for their prop­ 
erty is such that they w-ould reject 
the bid and seek viewers to appraise 
the property. 
The governm ent's taking over the 
land on Monday will not m ean the 
im mediate eviction of the property 
owners, Kalp said 
The projierties 
condemned were those of the heirs 
of Sarnuele W arren containing 47 
acres, the Hoy M artin property of 
103 acres, the three-acre property of 
Harold M and Sylvia Carson and 
the 87 '*-acre property of Robert 
and Vialo Ripe The petition in tile 
Hoy M artin case said th at the gov­ 
ernm ent planned to take only that 
portion of the land lying to the 
east of the Fountaindaie-Sabiilas- 
Ville road. 
Communication* < enter 
Kalp said the government officials 
told him that "some or all of the 
owners" may be perm itted to con­ 
tinue in their homes He said they 
added that continuation of the pres­ 
ent property holders in their homes 
will depend on arrangem ents with 
the army. 
The Lewisburg attorney said he 
did not know what type of work 
the government planned to begin on 
the property Monday.

Tile total monthly relief bill in 
Adams county has been averaging 
close to $30,000. 
The report also show* that tin 
average am ount given to the relief 
recip ien ts in this county is leas 
than the actual cost of food, d o m ­ 
ing and shelter needed for "n j. ji­ 
nni rn" living standards.

No One Going To Drive Us 


Into Sea/' Says MacArthur 


I . E. Eighth Army Headquarters, 
Korea, Jan. 20 Mi—Gen. Dalg la* 
M acArthur flew to the Allied Korean 
war headquarters today and pledged 
"no one is going to drive us into 
the sea.” 
The supreme commander said the 
Allied army will fight in Korea as 
long as the United Nations orders 
it to. 
W earing his gold leafed cap and a 
tightly buttoned trench coat. Mac­ 
A rthur rode into Eighth army head­ 
quarters with his top field c al­ 
m ander, Lt. Gen. M atthew B. Ridg­ 
way. Ridgway was dressed in para­ 
trooper clothing festooned with hand 
grenades. 
"This command intends to m ain­ 
tain a military position in Korea 
just as long as the statesm en of the 
United. Nations decide we should do 
so,” M acArthur said. 
M acArthur read his own state­ 
m ent at dictation speed to head­ 
quarters correspondents, pausing oc­ 
casionally when asked to repeat a 
phrase. He had w ritten the state­ 
m ent on his plane flight from Tokyo 


and asked that It be taken word for 
word—"so there will be no mistake." 
This was M acArthur^ eighth visit 
to* Korea sin: e the -tart ot tile war 
last June and his first f m ud news 
conference in Korea 
Once again he reviewed the Chi­ 
nese Communist 
attack on U.N. 
forces “The Army,” he said, "was 
saved from severe loss or passible 
destruction and stands resolute and 
undefeated, awaiting thai further 
political decision which can only 
come from the chancelleries of the 
world nmv faced with this new and 
entirely unanticipated drama. 
"Considering that the entire mili­ 
tary might of Communist China is 
available 
against

sm all command, only by maneuver 
may it avoid hazards Inherent to 
tile great odds it now faces. In this 
it is performing in a highly statis- 
factory m anner.”
